ECONOMIC REPORT, 

The principal agricultural indua- 
tries of Malaya ‘are dealt with in 
the annual report of the economic 
division of the Agricultural De- 
partment, Straits Settlements, Ex- 
tracts from this document 'sre given 


helow:— 
COPRA. 

Owing to the difficulty of finding 
large areas of suitable land St fs 
unlikely that any great expansion 
of the copra industiy -In Malaya 
can be expected. 

Twelve years ago the area under 
coconuts was stated to -be 157,600 
acres while at the present timo It 
is computed. to be 163,400 acres. 
The difference of 6,000 acres can- 
not be accountable for the increase 
from 7,700 tons to 65,800 tons of

copra exported. The explanation 
for this incrense, even ° allowing 
that’ the early statistics of arca 
may he less accurate than the pre- 
sent, is that the heavy period of 
planting must have been a few 
years prior to 1914, the effect of 
this period of planting being only 
now reflected on yield. 
’ RICE. 

The economic division addressed 
a memorandum to'the Secretary for 
Agriculture on the general ques: 
tion of rice supplies of Malaya. It 
was pointed’ out that,on account of 


‘+! growth of population and establish- 


ment of other industries, the popu- 
lation of many rice eating coun- 
tries‘ could no longer satisfy, from 
internal. sources, thelr rice re- 
quirements. In consequence, each 
successive year witnesed stronger 
competition ‘for the surplus rice of 
India, Siam and Cochin . China, 
The Malay States were compelled 
to enter into competition for thé 
purchase of supplies, 

The result of the growing com- 
petition is seen {fn the ‘ever in- 


‘creasing price of rice, which is re- 


flected in the general increased 
cost of living in this country. Pro- 
posals concerning the .storage of 
rice or padi do not-strike at the 
root of the trouble; storage would 
only be effective in insuring against 
temporary embarrassment of a food 
shortage caused by inability to 
import - sufficient rice,; The only 
solution to thé problem, in so far 
as {t affects Malaya, is by increas. 
ed rice production within’ her ter- 
ritory.’ Suggestions are mada to- 
wards the attaininent of this object, 
which recent dey lopment. Indicate 
may be followed. 

“ OIL PALMS. . 

“ While no sensational develop- 
ment of this new,’ industry was 
made during the year, the progress 
of planting and the general develop- 
ment of estates has _Proceeded un- 
checked. ‘ 

There . are now ‘twenty-five ofl 
palm estates, an. increase of six 
over the previous year. Of these, 
three estates have over 2,000 
acres. planted, ‘four estates have 
between 1,000-2,000 acres planted, 
and ten estates have between 400- 
800 acres planted. The amount of 
reserve land held by. oi] palm es- 
tates is 18,500 acres. In addition, 
during 1927, over 8,000 acres of 
land was allenated for ofl palm 
cultivation,

Generally speaking, the 
project of this group, which is act~ 
ing under ‘the corporate name of 
the Beauharnols Power Company, 
is that in return for power rights 
on the St. Lawrence in . the pro- 
vince of Quebec it will build the 
waterway . for the section of the 
river covered by its rights, 
original application was for 500,- 
000 h.p. This scheme has expand- 
ed until 2,000,000 hp. is dlscuased, 
And no doubt it is hoped the plan 
will ultimately - encompass ‘the 
whole 8,000,000 h.p. understood to

The area of land earmarked. by 
Government for alienation for this 
form of cultivation, but not yet 
alienated atands at about 118,000 
acres, It must be. remembered, 
however, that it is not yet knowa 
whether these areas are all sultable 
for oflpalm cultivation. 

There are now four up-to-date 
oll extraction plants eracted on 
Malayan ofl palm estates, being an 
increase of two during the year un- 
der review. 

A considerable increase in total 
crop is anticipated in 1928, as new 
areas will come into bearing, and 
machinery on two ‘estates will for 
the firat time have worked through- 
out -the--year. ° 

COFFEE. 

There has been a noticeable in- 
crease in the planting . of coffee 
during the year. In view of, the 
very large imports of coffee for 
consumption in Malaya, this In- 
crease is most. encouraging. The 
position has not changed material- 
ly since the Jast report of this 
Division was written, when it was 
pointed out that some 25,000 acres 
more of ‘coffee were required to 
render the country self-supporting 
in this respect. In addition to: the 
local market, there would .appear 
to be excellent prospects of busi- 
neas with, other countries. It hag 
been pointed ‘out that the duty of 
£28 per ton levied on all 
coffee imported into Australia has 
now been amended to allow of all 
coffee grown in British territories ._ 
admittance duty free. This gives] - 
a preferential treatment over for- 
eign competitors which should: at- 
tract renewed interest to this form 
of cultivation in Malaya. 

The majority of the Malayan 
coffee is of the Liberian type, 
grown from sced of more’ or Jess 
obscure origin, .and is: mastly|. 
situated in the Kuala Langat and 
Klang Districts of Selangor. Most 
of this coffee is grown by Malays 
and Chinese, who sell’ the ripe 
berries to local traders who dry 
and prepare the coffee for sale. 


PINEAPPLES, 


The area under pineapple cultiva- 
tion {s well maintained, and there 
is no reason to anticipate a falling! . 
off of supplies in the near future 
provided the demand’ remains rea- 
sonably steady, ° : 

The market experienced ‘many! 
vicissitudes during the year. Pro- 
ducers held out for higher prices, 
which overseas markets would not 
meet, thereby causing the ac- 
cumulation of abnormal stocks, 
The position was aggravat.d by a 
smaller demand from the United 
Kingdom, due to'bad weather and’ 
competition. Local financial ad- 
justments. were finally ‘effected 
which eased the situation, the pro- 
duce coming, on the market at 
London ruling prices.

EUROPE NOT. EXEMPT FROM 
PROBLEM: 
::NO FOOD scarciry, 


(By Sir Danlel Hall, Chief. Scien. 
tifle Adviser to the Ministry of 
Agriculture] 

In the “Sunday Times” 
6 Sir Henry Rew takes 
those writera \ who, reviving the 
thesis of Malthus, - have latterly 
been calling attention to the fact 
that the present growth of ‘popula- 
tion is outrunning the increase of 
food supply, Sir Henry is some- 
what peremptory with the “food 
scarors” who want to make our flesh 
creep. There never has been a food 
scarcity, and there nover will be; 
Malthus, Crooks, and the successive 
prophets of evil have never found 
their ‘predictions realised, 

This is true for England: during 
the last hundred years; is it univer- 
sally or esarily true? Any 
prophet who wants to trace the 
operation of existing causes into 
the future is easily dismissed as a 
fool by the pracbical man who re- 
fuses to contemplate any other state 
of things’ than a continuance of his 
own experience, Moreover, Sir: 
Henry, in’ deriding the bogey of. 
‘approaching famine, does less than' 
justice to his opponents, who know 
full well that an organised society ' 
like our own will effect some re- 
adjustments before the famine pitch’ 
is reached, If I may be numbered 
with the searemongers my purpose 
has been no more than to point ont 
that the pressure is coming on and. 
that only by facing it in time can 
the readjustments: be made wisely, 
On this basis then, that we need to 
anticipate what will have “to: be 
dealt with, let us examine the pro- 
blem. : 


ALWAYS SCARCITY IN EAST. 

Sir Henry appears to believe that 
the adjustment’ of food supply to 
Population js so automatic that food 
scarcity never. occura and never will; 
occur, at least simultancously all: 
over the world.’ But food scarcity 
has‘ occurred; what else set up the 
waves of invasion and the’ wander- 


of May '

ings of the peoples that overthrew 
the Roman Empire? And if that 
is-too remote an occasion, within 
the last century we. have ‘seen 
population outgrowing its meana of 
subsistence in Connaught and the 
Western Isles, and some political 
repercussions from. the migrations 
that were thus forced. What I call 
food scarcity—a grdéwth of’ popula- 
tion beyond {ts adequate food supply 
—exists permanently in India. and 
China recently,. where vast popula- 
tions, actually half the inhabitants 
of the world, have, by their willing- 
ness to breed, reduced their stan- 
dard of living to the barest 
minimum of existence, liable by any 
accident to’ slip over into famine. 
European peoples have hitherto re- 
fused to breed to -such an extent, 
but. now, with the growth of 
communications, the East is all too 
near us, and may fatally undercut 
our Western standards of living. 

“There dre many people who con- 
template such a state of rabbitry 
with equanimity, indeed with satis- 
faction; {tf means cheap labour, 
soldiers, lots of material where- 
with a governing class can exercise 
“power” and- pursue “glory.” Lat 
us not, then,. dismiss the fear of 
Population outrunning food supply 
as imaginary when we see it hap- 
pening before our eyes in India and 
China, countries which do. display 


“| food scarcity, and by their example 


are a.menace to the stability . of 
Western civilisation. « - 
EUROPE’S POSITION. ° 
Is there not food scarcity too in 
Europe? The Economic Conference 
which sat in Geneva last year con- 
cluded that agricultural production 
since the war had not kept paco 
with the growth of population. Tha 
prices, however, of agricultural pro- 
duce instead of rising have | fallen 


more than 10,000,000, and even on 
Western standards’ they would not- 
require much ‘more .than 20,000,000 
Acres on which to ‘grow their food, 
whereas the major part: of the dn- 


‘|croase {8 among Eastern “peoplea 
. ..[ with a’much lower standard. The- 


ratio of a hectare of cultivated land

INCREASED REFRIGERATION 
LINERS. 

The Union Castle line “Kenil- 
worth Castle” which left Southampe 
ton for Cape Town was the firat of 
the company’s: vessels to sail with 
the increased refrigerated space re- 
quired under the terma of the new 
freight contract, recently signed be- 
tween the Union Castle Line and 
the -South African Government. 
The “Kenilworth Castle’ reached 
Southampton on April 16, and a 
few days later passed into the hands 
of Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., 
who have been entrusted with the 
work of making the necessary al- 
terations in a number of vessels. .

After the work 
on the last named vessel is complet- 
ed, the “Armadale Castle” and the 
“Balmoral Castle” ‘will lay up 
in turn, but no attempt. will 
be made to increase the re- 
frigerated space in the “Walmer 
Castle’ and the “Saxon,” for 
these are old véasela, which will be 
repliced within two years by new 
motor liners at present building. , 

The “Arundel Castle” and 
“Windsor |: Castle’ .will have 
some slight alterations carried 
out, and ‘as. these ships are 
of such recent construction it 
will be possible to do the necessary 
work during the time that they are 
in port between their voyages to the 
Cape. .Nothing-is yet decided in 
regard to the “Carnarvon Castle,” 
although it is. likely that she too 
will be altered a ttle. By increas- 
ing the refrigerated space | in these 
vessels, larger quantities of Cape 
fruit, meat and dairy produce will 
be carried to Southampton.

Should they be more 
generous, and, departing from 
their usual policy, , refrain from 
making any comment. on the 
poverty of the fare provided for 
the playgoer?

Man’s interference with, Nature 
has there produced a form of un- 
loveliness certainly awe-inspiring. 
To.a great depth he has turned 
the earth inside out reducing all 
rocks to a fine powder, whereof 
there, are mountainous dumps, 

When winds are stirring clouda 
of this residue meet you in the 
white valleys as a sort of choky 
fog. But science moves forward 
to new dexterities-in gold extrac- 
tion, and a million pounds 
sterling, unstamped, has been 
won ‘from. some of the former 
waste, which emerges from. re- 
treatment in a moist form that 
solidifies. 


COOLGARDIE'S DECLINE, . 

In Kalgoorlie and Boulder City, 
though some anxiety now quali- 
fies the ardent outlook and the re- 
duced population ‘seeks a Govern. 
ment subsidy, human existence 
still circulates around gold. 

Also I visited Coolgardie, some 
20 miles to the west, Only a 
fraction of Coolgardie remains at 
Coolgardie. The ‘rest—as - go

Did you know that when ‘the ’aver- 
age man shaves, his razor travels 
across his face at the apced of near.

Details of this kind in the life. of, 
a safety razor. blade ‘are given in 
“The Engineer,” by -Mr. J, 
Ferdinand Kayser. “He says that 
25,000 hairs packed together would 
occupy’ about 2% square -centi- 
metres (about 2-5 sq. in), “quite a 
nice little: bunch.” He ‘adds: 

The edge of'2 good blade‘does not 
on an ‘average give more than 10 
clean shaves, and hence its useful 
cutting life is only 60 seconds, The 
rate at which a razor traverses the 
face is 20ft. to 40ft. a second.

Courts, The publit, who hate fn- 
justice, are uneasily stirred by 
these disclosures, and then, as no- 
thing is done, the question is al- 
lowed to sleep till it Is. once more 
aroused by some new scandal. 
Though the mischief of the pre- 
sent law is. widespread in sub- 
stance, it is the poor, who auffer. 
Apart from the Inability to obtait

Persistent denial of intercourse,

harshly on the rich nor Impede tho 
Nberty of their lives, 


. THE OBSTACLE, 

This fact renders even. more 
striking the repeated and emphatic 
efforts of the House: of Lords to

know thoir fellow countrymen and 
have repeatedly recognised and 
sought ‘to ‘remedy the wrongs 
which others, feel. People may 
well ask what, then, is the obstacle’ 
to reform, -There is only one an- 
swer—the alleged tradition of tho 
Christian Church and the literal 
réending of two texts, one in St.
